A Vexing Probably no subject in selves to be blindly led by men who, 


Question the routine of the lodge 

contains, at least in Mass- 
achusetts, so many elements of irrita- 
tion and bad feeling as that of juris- 
diction; and it is a serious question with 
many whether the whole subject of re- 
leases should not be taken out of the 
hands of the lodges and dealt with by an 
authority competent 'to render decisions 
on the merits of the individual case 
rather than by people who practise sel- 
fish abuses of prerogative. 

Lodge secretaries are as a rule men 
of high character, dignity and good 
judgment, withal patient, and loyal to 
the best interests of their lodges, not 
given to flighty fits of temper nor un- 
seemly and un-Christian acts, and yet 
we have seen these men, sometimes, 
when a perfectly legitimate request for 
release of jurisdiction has been refused, 
express themselves in most emphatic 
language and in anything but a Chris- 
tian manner. 

Possibly the great amount of addition- 
al work devolving on them in these 
matters has something to do with this 
attitude, but we suspect that often it 
is the unreasonable and obstinate re- 
fusa] to see the logic of a situation and 
the apparent narrow-mindedness on the 
part of the lodge applied to, or at least 
of some of its members that prompts 
their wrath. 

Too often members will allow them- 


with skill in debate, or ability to “talk 
on their feet” control policies which oft- 
times are inimical to the best interests 
of the lodge. Many a loyal member who 
conscientiously makes it a point to give 
serious consideration to all matters 
brought before the lodge, declines to 
commit himself to a positive stand on 
these questions because of a fear that 
he may not be able to express his views 
clearly or from a lack of confidence in 
his ability to “think standing.” 

Perhaps because of this sometimes a 
dominating personality will work harm 
in his lodge—and it is very unfortunate. 
When a request for release has been 
made and a clear exposition of the rea- 
sons for making it set forth the question 
should be decided, not by the narrow 
arguments of the man who is deter- 
mined beforehand to refuse releases in 
any case, but by the broader principles 
of equity and commonsense: Whether 
the applicant’s interests and the inter- 
ests of the lodge he desires to enter as 
well as the lodge applied to are not best 
served by compliance with a reasonable 
request. 

There are some Ppigheaded Masons. 
There are many high minded Masons 
with mistaken notions of propriety in 
matters of this sort, but the great mass 
of the membership unquestionably be- 
lieves that a man seeking admission to 
Masonry and whose qualifications en- 
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title him thereto, should be permitted to 
enter that particular lodge in the par- 
ticular locality he pleases. 

Refusal to handle these matters in- 
telligently results in disagreeable and 
jrritating situations and we earnestly 
urge that a more reasonable attitude 
be taken with a view to relieving a 
vexing situation.

—JOHN KENDRICK BANGS 
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The Hour is Here—Where is the Man?

Once in the flight of ages past 
There lived a man.” —Montgomery. 


“Who will lead us out?”—The cry of 
suffering humanity must find its answer 
among the hosts of every-day human- 
ity—It was from such that Lincoln, 
Luther, Cromwell and others “Men of 
the Hour” have come. 

The oldest “Want Ad” in the history 
of the world, and the one that has ap- 
peared in all places and in every conceiv- 
able form likely to catch the eye or 
impress the mind and heart is; “Wanted 
Men.” 

Jerusalem in the days of Jeremiah 
was not crowded with “Men,” if the 
statement in the Fifth Chapter of his 
prophecy is correct. Pope asserts that 
“An honest man is the noblest work of 
God.” The cynic has added, “And the 
Searcest.” So it seemed to Diogenes, 
who was found at high noon searching 
the streets of Athens with a lighted 
candle for a man. 

However harsh this criticism may be 
regarding the claims of humanity to 
this ennobling title, we must admit that 
the demand for men has always ex- 
ceeded the supply. ‘Thrones are set” 
for all the Josephs any age may pro- 
duce, and for all time to come oppressed 
nations will be calling for a Moses 
to deliver them from bondage, and 
every Daniel will be speedily inducted 
into the office of prime minister on 
proof of his identity. 


“God give us men; a time like this 
demands 

Strong minds, great hearts, true 
faith, and ready hands, 

Tall men, sun crowned, who live above 
the fog.” 


But what constitutes such a man? 
How shall we know him when found? 
What characteristics will distinguish 
him? Holmes says, “The scientific 
study of man is the most difficult of all 
branches of knowledge.” This, if true, 
will account for the very few who un- 


dertake the task. Many are the lengthy 
dissertations on woman, the old and 
new, the false and the true, their proper 
sphere, their opportunities and their lim- 
itations, but very few are the essays 
on man. Pope’s production is unique 
not only in its design and execution, but 
also in its title. 


“When Faith Is Lost” 


The man for the hour must be first of 
all, a man of principle, with pure, en- 
nobling aspirations for ‘‘Nobleness en- 
kindleth Nobleness,” a man with a con- 
science; aye, more, a conscientious man, 
for conscience may be seared and not 
readily impressed, likened unto a pair of 
hay scales registering nothing under 
five pounds. 


“A man whom the spoils of office 
cannot buy, 
A man of honor, one who will not lie.” 


“O heaven, were man but constant he 
were perfect; that one error, 
Fills him with faults.” 


Carlyle says there is but one strong 
thing and that is the “just thing.” It 
is invincible. “Thrice armed is he, who 
hath his quarrel just.’ Caroline Math- 
ilda, Queen of Denmark, wrote with a 
diamond on the window pane, “Oh, keep 
me innocent, make others great. He’s 
armed without that’s innocent wiithin.” 


“When faith is lost, when honor dies 
The MAN is dead.” 


This man must have deep convictions 
and the moral courage to stand by them. 
If “resolute souls climb soonest unito 
crowns,” then such must be the fibre of 
him who essays to wear the ennobling 
crown of true manhood. Standing firm 
though it be 


“To defy power which seems Omnipo- 
tent, 

Neither to change, to falter, or re- 
pent.” 
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He must also have a strong will power, 
coupled with self restraint and self con- 
trol. Ruling over his»own spirit and 
his own house well; and be temperate 
in all things, self reliant, thoroughly 
believing in himself, an inspiration to 
all the weak and discouraged who have 
knowledge of him. “I will” is half the 
battle. Opposition quails before a bold 
front. The faint hearted and the half 
hearted invite failure, no matter what 
their resources are. 


Noble Aspirations 


He must be resourceful, acting on the 
principle that “where ‘there is a will, 
there is a way” like the sturdy John 
Knox, who never feared the face of 
clay,” and Mohammed, who said on one 
occasion: “Though you set the sun on 
my right hand against me, and the moon 
on my left, I will not shrink from the 
undertaking. 

He will also be possessed of a sound 
mind, educated, trained and developed 
to a high degree. Watts gave expres- 
sions to many truths, and to none more 
weighty than, “The mind’s the standard 
of the man.” Another writer says, “He 
who binds his soul to knowledge steals 
the key to heaven.” The wise man ap- 
plies his knowledge to ‘the obtaining of 
practical results, laying all the forces 
of nature under tribute and thus bring- 
ing things ‘to pass. 

To truly understand man, Carlyle 
says “We must look beyond the individ- 
ual and his actions and view him in 
combination with his fellows.” He must 
therefore be relatively strong, as well 
as strong in himself. “Power in its 
quality and degree is the measure of 
manhood.” 

The tendency of the age is along 
special lines in all professions. No one 
will rise very high on any plane without 
some lofty purpose to inspire him. The 
story of Gambetta’s life hag led more 
young men of France to higher aims 
and nobler living than the life and ex- 
ample of any other Frenchman. As he 
left his poverty stricken home to seek 
his fortune in Paris his mother said to 


him, “Try to come home somebody.” 
And that counsel determined his future 
career. His battle with poverty and 
opposition is matter of history, as is 
also the grandeur and glory of the vic- 
tory gained. 

Phillips Brooks has said, “The man 
who enters ulpon infinite purpose lives 
the infinite life.” But while he must be 
aman with one great purpose in life, he 
is not to be like multitudes of people, 
however: so one-sided that they are 
easily distinguished as lop-sided, having 
no true adjustment. 


A Man of Faith 


The man the age is looking for must 
be a man with a heart, compassionate 
and kind. Thoughtful for others, self- 
denying, manifesting the martyr spirit, 
serving because he really loves man- 
kind, ever ready 


“To suffer woes which hope thinks 
infinite, 

To forgive wrongs darker than the 
death of night.” 


Cicero once said, “I hold that no man 
deserves to be crowned with honor 
whose life is a failure. He who only 
lives to eat and drink and accumulate 
money and the power and _ influence 
money buys is a failure. The world is 
no better for his living in it. If he 
never wiped a ‘tear from a sad face, if 
he never kindled a fire on a frozen 
hearth. There is no flesh in his heart.” 
How can he minister to the wants of 
human kind? 

Again the man of the hour must be 
a man of mighty faith and perrenial 
hope, having, faith in himself, faith in 
his fellow-men and above all, faith in 
GOD. A man who ever attempts the 
end and never stands to doubt. 


Erect himself, how poor a thing is 
man.” 


The man for the hour may be without 
pedigree, and though his blood lack 
somewhat of that blue considered so 
necessary in some quarters, it is never- 
less rich in nobility of soul. Blueness, 
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by the way, is a characteristic of 
skimmed milk. There is no crowning 
virtue in lineage, however noble. He 
who has no other stock in trade but 
pride of birth, faces his future with 
a very small capital. There is little 
vitality or nourishment in ancestry. He 
who has nothing but the reputation of 
his forefathers to travel on, had better 
consult some experienced “hobo” as to 
the best means of getting there. Bet- 
ter a Cicero (who boasted that his fam- 
ily began with himself) than to be the 
ignoble descendant of a Caesar. 


This man will be the very opposite 
of proud and priggish. Self appreciation 
is laudable yes, and in a degree abso- 
lutely necessary, but a bogus dignity, 
is another thing. In the market where 
human traits are sold you can buy more 
dignity for a dollar than you can make 
use of in practical life in a hundred 
years. 


On the stage the dignified parts are 
often given to the poorest actors; it is 
often so in real life. The characteris- 
tics of a truly Noble Man are thus de- 
scribed by Shakespeare in his “Julius 
Caesar” :— 


“His life was gentle; and the elements 

So mixed in him that nature might 
stand up - 

And say to all the world: ‘Tais was 
a man,’ ”

Cowper, in a couplet emphasizes three 
of the distinctive characteristics neces- 
sary in the man for the hour. 

“A moral, sensible, and well bred man 
Will not affront me and no other can.” 

“A man’s good breeding is his best 
security against other people’s ill man- 
ners.” 

Good men are much disturbed by the 
domineering of might over right, with 
truth on the scaffold and wrong on the 
throne. Because there is so much apa- 
thy and indifference on the part of those 
who are ordained and expected to pro- 
tect the interests of suffering humanity 
the cry goes up continually, “Who will 
lead us out?” Yet there never has been 
a crisis in the church of state but that 
the critical moment was also the pivo- 
tal moment as well, and a Luther, a Wes- 
ley, a William of Orange, a Cromwell, 
a Washington or a Lincoln has appeared 
—the man for the hour. 

The coming man will be found in the 
ranks of his fellow men no doubt, bone 
of their bone and flesh of their flesh, 
but his presence in the crowd will not 
be accidental (lacking in premeditation 
and design.) He will be recognized by 
certain traits of character and demeanor 
which stamp him as the right man, and 
in the undertaking and accomplishing of 
his mission he will attest the truth which 
Christ asserted of Himself, “For this 
cause came I unto this hour.”

Light in the Dark Continent 


Being interested to learn something 
about the status quo of Grand Lodges 
and other Masonic bodies in South Af- 
rica, “The Builder” wrote for informa- 
tion to Brother William Morster, Editor 
of the Masonic Journal of South Africa, 
who was kind enough to send the fol- 
lowing: 

English Lodges . 

England has District Grand Lodges in 
Capetown, Natal, The Eastern Division 
of the Cape Province (known as the 
Eastern Division, South Africa), the 
Central Division with headquarters sy 


Kimberley, and Johannesburg, which 
ttakes in the whole of the Transvaal. 
The Central Division has one lodge, 
I think, in the Free State, and is chiefly 
concerned with the northern part of 
Cape Colony—Vryburg, Mafeking, etc. 
The Eastern Division of South Africa 
takes in as far as Matatiele, in Griqua- 
land East, and Heilbron, in the Free 
State. The Western Division (Cape- 
town) naturally takes in the western 
portion of the Cape Province. Natal, 
of course, takes in Natal, but has also 
some lodges in the Free State, at Ficks- 
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burg, Bethlehem and Lindley.. The 
Transvaal takes in only the Transvaal. 
Bulawayo and Rhodesian lodges work 
direct from England, Scotland or Ireland 
(I am not sure if there are any Irish 
lodges there), while the Netherlands 
lodges work from Capetown. 


Scottish Lodges 

There are District Grand Lodges of 
the Cape, Natal, the Eastern Districts 
(called the District Grand Lodge of the 
Eastern Province, Cape Province), and 
the Transvaal. In the Transvaal we 
take in all the Free States as well. 
Natal sticks to Natal, and the Cape Dis- 
tricts to their respective territories. 


Irish Lodges 
There is a Provincial Grand Lodge 
with headquarters at Johannesburg. 
There are some exceptions (some Cape 
lodges dealing direct with Treland), but 
otherwise the whole of South Africa 
comes under R. W. Brother Dr. Wil- 


liam Russell, Provincial Grand Master 
for South Africa. 


Netherlands 
The Deputy Grand Master is Wor- 
shipful Brother Silberbauer, at Cape- 
town, and he has the whole of the 
Union, excepting Transvaal which is 
under Provincial Grand Master, Brother 


William B. M. Vogts. There is a Pro- 
vincial Grand Master at Capetown. 


Royal Arch, Mark and Excellent Master 
Degrees 
These are worked variously. For in- 
stance, there are District Grand Chap- 
ters under the English, but Grand Su- 
perintendents only, (as far as the 
Transvaal is concerned, at least), in the 
Scottish. I am at present M. E. Z. of 
a Chapter under the Scottish, a member 
of the Alpha 18° under the Eng- 
lish, and a member of various Craft 
lodges under the English and Scottish 
Constitutions. We get somewhat mixed 
in the Royal Arch. In the Irish one 
has to take the Mark before the Royai 
Arch, but does not get the Excellent 
Master. In the Scottish you must have 
the Mark and take the Excellent Master 
before you can take the Royal Arch. 
Or, if affiliating, you must have the 
Excellent Master given you before you 
can remain in and see the degree worked 
in full. In the English you need not 
take either Mark or Excellent Master 
(in fact the latter degree is not worked 
at all) before taking the Royal Arch. 
A lovely mix-up, and my idea is that one 
of the most useful things a Grand 
Lodge could do would be to simplify 
and standardize these things.

““Co- Masonry” 


The exclusion of Women from Free- 
masonry for Fundamental not Arbitrary 
Reasons. 

By Joseph H. Fussell. 


The following article is written in response 
to a letter received from Brother Robert I. 
Clegg, 383 degree, Editor-in-Chief of the Ma- 
sonic History Company, Chicago, Illinois, 
through whom I learned of an Esperanto Ma- 
sonic Convention held last year at The 
Hague, with the object of bringing about 
a closer relationship among Freemasons all 
over the world. At the Convention a Com- 
mittee of Freemasons was appointed from va- 
rious countries, It was felt best that the 
President and Secretary of the Committee 
should be located in some ‘neutral country. 
Accordingly the new President is from Hol- 
land. The new Secretary is from Antwerp. 


concerning whom Brother Clegg writes: 
“Much to my sorrow I note that he represents 
a Lodge of Co-Masons. I have just written 
to the Chairman to tell him frankly that this 
will be a very serious handicap to English, 
as well as American Freemasons. So far as 
I am concerned I fail to see how I can pos- 
sibly have any Masonic correspondence with 
any individual having such connections. 
Nevertheless it may be that when they find 
out how unfortunate is this step they will do 
something to correct it.” 


Brother Clegg, knowing that I had given 
some attention to so-called “Co-Masonry.” 
asked if I had any information that I could 
give. I was happy to respond to this request, 
and in addition it has occurred to me to write 
the following, which I now offer for the con- 
sideration of the Brethren. 
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FOREWORD: Tne subject of ‘“‘Co-Masonry,” 
so far as I know, has been treated hitherto 
mainly, if not entirely, from its outer aspect, 
on the supposition that the exclusion of women 
from Freemasonry is merely a matter of tra- 
dition and of rules and regulations and outer 
ceremonial; in other words that it is a matter 
of form and not basic—superficial and not 
fundamental. 

While it will generally be conceded that 
some women who advocate “Co-Masonry” may 
be actuated by a desire to learn something of 
the deeper spiritual teachings of Freemasonry 
which, apparently, they are convinced it pos- 
sesses, others—those who are most insistent 
in their efforts to enter its portals—appear to 
regard their exclusion as an expression of 
man’s selfishness, or as a (supposed) weapon 
by which he seeks to maintain a (fancied) 
supremacy over the so-called weaker sex, and 
on these grounds they are determined to assert 
their rights and break down this exclusion. 
Others perhaps are actuated by other, more 
hidden motives—of ambition, or—what? 

To those of the first class who, it is as- 
sumed, are sincerely seeking for light, I hold 
that something more is due than merely to 
say that Freemasonry is a Fraternity for men 
only; and if there is a deeper and basic reason 
for excluding women from Freemasonry which 
may properly be made known, surely they are 
entitled to know it. That such a reason ex- 
ists. I hold, and the position taken in the fol- 
lowing discussion is that women are excluded 
from Freemasonry for fundamental—not for- 
mal or fictitious reasons, and that because a 
woman is not and can never become man, So 
she can never become a Freemason. 


“T believe in the equality of the sexes: 
but I hold that man has a mission and 
that woman has also a mission, and that 
these missions are not the same, If woman 
is to understand the duties of real wife- 
hood and motherhood, and to reach the 
dignity of ideal womanhood, she must 
cultivate her femininity. She was born a 
woman and she must be a woman, in the 
truest sense: and the contrasts between 
man and woman exist in life. . . . these 
contrasts hold within themselves, in the 
very undercurrent of human life, a su- 
verb and glorious harmony. Woman in 
her true place, her true position, hand in 
hand with man in his true place. would 
bring about such a new order of things 
that we can hardly speak of, much less 
realize, the resulting possiblities.” * 


“T hold that man has a mission, and that 
woman also has a mission, and that these 


missions are not the same.” ‘Woman in ne 
true place. hand in hand with man in his 
trre place.” 


These are the words of one of the fore- 


most thinkers and educators of the day, Kath- 
erine Tingley, Leader of the Theosophical 
Movement—successor in that office of H. P. 
Blavatsky and W. Q. Judge. I have chosen 
them to introduce the subject because, first, 
they are from a woman; and, second, they 
are in entire harmony with the spirit as well 
as the letter and practice of Freemasonry, as 
I understand these. Whatever be the ultimate 
origin of Freemasonry, whether to be searched 
for in remotest antiquity as some claim, and 
as I believe, or in comparatively recent 
times, there is no question as to modern Free- 
masonry and its practices—that it is an organ- 
ization for men only, with the object (among 
ethers) of teaching and fitting the neophyte 
for his mission and true place in life as a man. 

It is true that the great moral principles 
ef Freemasonry are universal, applicable to all 
life, to the life of woman as well as to that 
of man, and equally so, being basic. There is 
no secret made as to the moral teachings of 
Freemasonry; they are published openly and 
are for all who care to inquire into and study 
them. The secrets of Freemasonry do not con- 
sist in these. 

In what do these secrets consist? Many dif- 
ferent answers have been made to this question, 
and I venture to make one more, and to say that 
the secrets of Freemasonry are such as pertain 
to the full knowledge of man’s nature and his 
mission as man—a knowledge more complete 
than, generally speaking, is to be found out- 
side the ranks of Freemasons, and which is 
had in varying degrees even within its ranks. 
In this connection it must be confessed that not 
al] Freemasons comprehend, or even apprehend, 
the nature of the secrets of Freemasonry, which 
can only become known and understood by the 
individual Freemason as and to the degree 
that, through his own efforts, he becomes 
worthy and well qualified, duly and truly pre- 
pared. Such qualification and preparation are 
not outer but inner, and can be accomplished 
only by himself. 

The real secrets of Freemasonry do not have 
reference to physiological so much as_ to 
psychological differences which exist funda- 
mentally between men and women—distinc- 
tions if inner qualities which may be summed 
up and regarded as the foundation of true 
manliness in contrast to true womanliness. 
The one is not and never can be the other; 
they are fundamentally different, being aspects 
of the root differentiation of all nature, ali 
manifestation and existence. and yet when 
rightly developed are in complete harmony. 
It is to be noted that harmony does not result 
from identity or sameness but is a certain 
relation existing between two dissimilars; 
and on the develonment and character of those 
dissimilars will depend the nature of the re- 
sultant harmony. 

The purpose of Freemasonry then, as T 
understand it, is to fit man as man to ful§l

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his duties in life and to make possible his 
contributing his due share to that harmony 
on which alone not only a true home but the 
true state and civilization itself can be es- 
tablished and maintained, for the foundation 
of the state and of civilization is the home. 

Why is it, then, that certain women seek to 
invade the Masonic Fraternity? (1) Is it 
out of mere curiosity? (2) Are they jealous 
because for centuries men have met in their 
Masonic lodges from which women are ex- 
cluded and have faithfully kept the secrets 
of Freemasonry from women? or (3) Do they 
imagineitthat in Freemasonry there is certain 
knowledge which they are entitled to have 
and which men have been withholding from 
them? 

Is any one of these possible reasons worthy 
of true womanhood? Certainly not (1) or (2); 
but what of (3)? Is there certain knowledge 
in Freemasonry to which women are entitled? 

The principles and ethics of Freemasonry, 
as already stated are not secret; they have 
been again and again publicly proclaimed. If 
women feel themselves entitled to such knowl- 
edge it is for them to take it and apply it 
to their own lives as women, just as Free- 
masons are taught to apply it to their lives 
as men. There ig nothing to prevent women 
from doing this, but such application must 
be made by themselves; for certainly and 
rightly, I take it, they would object to any line 
of application which men might lay down and 
insist upon for them. Hence what need for 
women to seek admission to Freemasonry to 
obtain such knowledge when it is open to 
them? 

Clearly therefore, it cannot be the principles 
of Freemasonry that they are seeking, and 
yet these are at the very heart of Freemasonry 
and are the essential factors which make Free- 
masonry such a power. What is it, then, that 
women seek in their effort to invade Free- 
mascnry? Is it to participate in its ritual, 
to learn its obligations and, doubtless, other 
secrets which they are convinced must exist? 
But though a woman should participate in the 
ritual of Freemasonry and its obligations she 
would be just as far from being a Freemason, 
for it has secrets which a woman can never 
know, Leaving aside therefore, mere curt- 
osity and jealousy, I am convinced that the de- 
sire of any good woman to enter the ranks 
of Freemasonry arises from a misunderstand- 
ing; and it is my endeavor, in writing this, 
to remove that misunderstanding. 

_ The true womanly attitude, in my estima- 
tion, is that expressed by Katherine Tingley in 
a statement which she made on “Co-Masonry,” 
published in “The New Age Magazine,” June 
1911, from which I quote: 

“T cannot understand how any true wo- 
man would wish to intrude into an order 
held to be exclusively for men. There 
are lines of work which I hold are ex- 
clusively in the province of men, just as 


there are lines of work which are ex- 
clusively in the province of women. I hold 
that woman can only wield her full share 
of influence in the world from a knowledge 
gained by using and fulfilling her oppor- 
tunities as a woman, and in her own 
sphere. I consider that she steps away 
from her true position and greatly lessens 
her influence by seeking’ to invade the 
sphere of man. Why should women be 
disturbed that men have an organization 
which is exclusively for men? 

“What is needed today by both men 
and women is a greater respect, first 
for themselves, in their true natures as 
men and women, and following that a 
greater respect each for the other—of 
women for men and of men for women. 
Such respect implies no invasion of one 
another’s sphere, but the very contrary, 
and in fact can only suffer terribly from 
such invasion. 

“If it were possible to conceive of the 
secrets of Masonry being given to woman, 
from my understanding of the matter it 
could be only through some one unfaithful 
to his vows as a Mason, and no true or 
self-respecting woman would think of 
availing herself of such information; nor 
could it, by the nature of things, be held 
to be reliable, for he who is unfaithful in 
one thing will be unfaithful in others, 
and I prophesy that this attempt of cer- 
tain women to seek admission where they 
do not belong can result only in confusion, 


disaster, and serious embarrassment for 
al] such women.” 


Relativity and contrast are to be found 
throughout manifested life; they are the sine 
qua non of manifested existence and of all 
progress. It is relativity, contrast and, if 
these are rightly balanced, the subsequent 
harmony, between man and woman that make 
not only for the happiness of home but for 
true civilization. The Delphic Oracle “Man, 
know thyself,” must be, to a degree at least, 
fulfilled, and equally “Woman, know thyself,” 
if that, harmony is to be attained. If there 
1S an Invasion, or an attempted invasion, of 
the rightful sphere of man by woman, or vice 
versa, the result can only be—not harmony— 
but confusion. 

One of the greatest stabilizing forces of 
the present day, as it has been in the past, 
is Freemasonry, It is, in the best sense, con- 
servative, in that it is founded upon and 
teaches the highest ethics, the loftiest ideals, 
the fairest virtues taught and practiced by 
the noblest in all ages. It is progressive in 
that while holding to the highest traditions 
of the past, it relates those traditions to 
the present welfare of humanity. and by seek- 
ing to develop the highest qualities of true 
manhood it works for the spiritual upbuilding 
of the race. 

The tacit assumption of “Co-Masonry” is 
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that the woman nature is not different from 
but identical with with the man nature and 
that therefore woman should have and be 
whatever man has and is. But woman can 
never be man, nor can she ever have what man 
has in the same way that he has it. Even 
the woman mind is different from the man 
mind. As said above, it is a psychological 
difference, of which the physiological is mere- 
ly an outer aspect. In the normal man 
Reason governs, in the woman Intuition. This 
does not mean that woman has no power of 
Reason, or man no faculty of Intuition, but 
in man the relation between Reason and In- 
tuition is different from the relation between 
these in woman. ‘ 

In the earliest years of life there is ap- 
parently no marked difference between boys 
and girls, and very naturally and properly 
they may be educated together. But to de- 
velop the best in their ‘natures as they pass 
through the period of youth and enter upon 
that of manhood and womanhood, while cer- 
tainly they should not be deprived of mutual 
association, yet boys and girls should receive 
distinctive and separate training; and a part 
of their lives should be kept sacred to them- 
selves throughout life if their finer distinctive 
traits are to be preserved. _ 

Every normal man desires, and with reason, 
to associate at times with men alone; and 
so too, I take it, every normal woman with 
women alone; and every normal man and wo- 
man desires and, in the deepest sense, Tre- 
quires recurring opportunities for solitude. 
“A'nd thou, when thou prayest, enter into thy 


“closet (into solitude) and there pray”—to that 


“Deity” which can be approached only in se- 
cret, and in the inner solitude of the heart. 
Freemasonry ag practiced today may be: far 
short of the ideal, but if Freemasons have 
recognized the value of meeting with their 
brother Masons for the purpose, and in a 
sense the highest purpose, of attaining self- 
knowledge, of studying and practicing the 
noblest virtues, and of preparing themselves 
to fulfill the duties of life, should women 


We know but little of the ancient Mysteries. 
There were the Lesser Mysteries, into which 
all who fulfilled the preliminary requirements 
were permitted to enter. The Greater Mys- 
teries were only for those who successfully 
passed through the Lesser. From a carefui 
study of the subject I have come to the con- 
clusion that while the Lesser Mysteries were 
open to men and women alike, and while some 
of the ceremonies were for men and women 
together, there were also those into which men 
alone and others into which women alone, were 
admitted. In Freemasonry men have kept 
alive, or have at least revived a part (how- 
ever small or great) of their phase of the 
Lesser Mysteries: whereas as the women of 
our Western civilization seem to have lost 
touch with theirs. This conclusion is borne 
out by the fact that among the North Ameri- 
can Indians and certain other so-called primi- 
tive or savage races there are still lodges for 
men and lodges for women which are wholly 
distinct, no women being admitted to the 
former and no men to the latter. * 

“Co-Masonry” is an attempted intrusion; it 
is a virtual confession on the part of those 
women who advocate “Co-Masonry” that they 
have neither the wit to discover, nor the in- 
telligence to devise and carry out a system 
and organization that shall in its inspiring 
teachings, profound symbolism and uplifting 
influence be equal, parallel and complementary 
to the Masonic fraternity and become like it, 
a beneficent power not only in woman’s life, 
but through her in the life of the world. This 
attempted intrusion is, in fact, a virtual con- 
fession that men have discovered or evolved 
for themselves something which women have 
not in this age been able to discover or evolve 
or parallel, 

One of the cardinal teachings of Theosophy, 
especially accentuated by Katherine Tingley, 
is that there are two natures in every human 
being; a higher nature, divine in the essence 
and immortal, and a lower nature, mortal, pas- 
sional, self-seeking. I cannot help but ques- 
tion if it be the true womanly nature that 
actuates the advocates of “Co-Masonry.” I

“Similar to these were the Mysteries of Bona Dea, the et Goddess. whose name, say Cicero and 
Plutarch it was not permitted to any man to know, celebrated at Rome from the earliest times of 
that city. Tt was these Mysteries, practiced by women alone, the secrecy of which was impiously 
violated by Clodics. ‘They were held at the Kalends of May: and according to Plutarch, much of 
the ceremonial greatly resembled that of the Mysteries of Bakehos.' 
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that, realizing their failure (though doubt- 
less they would indignantly deny it), they seek 
another sphere, not their own. And I question 
whether they could do this were it not that 
the finer, truer side of their womanliness has 
been stunted. 

Every true man, and certainly every true 
woman, knows that woman loses more than 
half her influence if she seeks to put aside 
her womanliness. Reference is not made here 
to the domestic virtues and affections, though 
these have their place and their charm, but 
to the deeper aspects of womanliness which 
have made so many women (aside from all 
sex influences) the inspirers and helpers of 
men. It has been often said, but may well 
be repeated again and again, and men will 
always be ready to acknowledge, that their 
greatest achievements in life would never have 
been accomplished but for the inspiration of 
mother, wife, sister or woman friend. I put 
Mother first, for “the hand that rocks the 
cradle rules the world.” 

On the other hand, can it be gainsaid that 
the present unrest of the world, beginning 
long before the war, is in great measure the 
result of woman’s failure to exercise her true 
womanly influence in the home, in society and 
in the nation? “The hand that rocks the 
cradle rules the world’— and it is the mother 
who has the glorious and fateful opportunity 
of striking the first keynote of her son’s life— 
by her own thoughts, her own attitude, her 
self-control and purity and true womanliness. 
And the sweet, refining, and inspiring influence 
of these continue with him all through life, 
even when she has passed on. 

Every true mother, too, knows that her son 
will have to meet problems which he must 
solve for and by himself, and the wise mother, 
however her heart may ache for him, will at 
such times leave him to himself and let him 
have his solitude. She knows, too, that he 
needs a father’s influence and the companion- 
ship of other boys. On these she will not in- 
trude for that would mar the fineness of his 
manhood and the sweet relationshiv between 
them. Yet, if she hag struck the keynote 
aright, her influence will be with him still, a 
gentle and unbreakable restraining power, 
keeping him in the path of trve nobility and 
chivalry, in the path of purity. honor and true 
manliness, This I take it, is the influence 
that the true mother wields and the true wife 
and sister,—the influence of the true womanly 
nature. 

Ts if worth while harterine away that in- 
flnence for the sake of the very doubtful eain 
that might acerve from any attempted intru- 
sion npon an organization which is for men 
alone? Assnredly no' And were the intru- 
sion to heeome a fact it is not only the woman 
who would suffer, but man too, and the home 
and civilization. Snch an intrusion would hut 
add to the already annalline confusion of the 
nt day—its attemnt is indeed but another 
indication of the confusion. 


Even if the doors of Masonic Lodges were 
opened to women, it would still be a hol- 
low victory for them; they would forever miss 
the inner meaning which, as already said, con- 
cerns man as man. Indeed, I think that the 
women who advocate “Co-Masonry” have ‘not 
looked far enough ahead. They look only at 
the possible and immediate fulfilment of their 
desires—the opening of Masonic Lodges to 
them—but have no adequate conception, if 
any conception at all, of what would result. 
In other words, they do not know what they 
are doing; they are working wholly from the 
wrong premises. 

Now let me venture a suggestion, first pre- 
mising that all true men and all true women 
desire and welcome opportunities for closer 
co-operation—such co-operation implying no 
superiority or inferiority either of the one or 
of the other, but a complementary equality 
and harmony. Here then is the suggestion 
which I venture as possibly leading towards 
a solution. Freemasonry is a Fraternity for 
men; let women establish their Sorority 
with its appropriate name—it cannot be Free- 
masonry nor “Co-Masonry,” as already shown, 
and I am not disposed to think that women 
are so lacking in resourcefulness that they 
should have to copy a name which has _ its 
distinctive application to an organization of 
and for men alone, or that by copying: they 
would wish to show their dependence on men. 
I use the term Sorority as the exact comple- 
ment of Fraternity and as best describing 
an organization of and for women alone, as 
a Fraternity is of and for men alone. 

Let them therefore revive the Lodges for 
women which undoubtedly existed in the most 
ancient times with their appropriate ritual 
and ceremonial, which women themselves must 
re-discover or devise. Such appropriate ritual 
and ceremonial, if these are to be parallel and 
complementary to Freemasonry, must be based 
upon the highest principles, the noblest moral 
teachings and be applicable to woman’s true 
development as those of Freemasonry are to 
man’s. Let them prove their organization, as 
Freemasonry has been proved, to be a benefi- 
cent power in the life of the world and then 
they will not have to ask, for Freemasons will 
be ready to join with them, for a higher co- 
overation, a greater harmony, in which each 
shall play an appropriate part, man as man, 
and woman ag woman,—partners and co- 
workers for the world’s good. 

As parties to this new co-operation will 
he on the one hand women who have passed 
through the nortals of their Sorority and have 
proved themselves (how, it is for women to 
determine) worthy and well qnalified: and on 
the other hand men who have nassed through 
the nortals of the Masonic Fraternity, and have 
likewise proved themselves worthy and well 
analified. Such a sten forward assuming. it 
to be practicable, mieht require years of 
preparation, or it mieht be possihly to take 
it qnickly. And nerhans it depends, in. the 
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first instance, upon the women, and not upon 
the men. Perhaps this is an instance to which 
Katherine Tingley referred when she said, 
“Let woman find her true place and man will 
find his.” Such a step, made possible by this 
new co-operation, might lead indeed to the 
finding of the door to the lost Greater Mys- 
teries. Who can tell? 7 
“Analogy.” says Mme. H, P. Blavatsky, in 
her work The Secret Doctrine (II, 153), “is 
the guiding law in Nature, the only true 
Ariadne’s thread that can lead us, through the 
inextricable paths of her domain, toward her 
primal and final mysteries.” It was through 
woman, through our mothers, that we gained 
entrance into this physical world: the impulse, 
the seed is from the father, but the mother 
opens the door of physical life. And by an- 
alogy, may it not be that though man may 
give the impulse, may perhaps provide the 
seed, he must wait for woman to open the 
door into the spiritual life? Underlying this 
conception there is, I think, a profound mys- 
tical principle, discussion of which must be 
deferred until a future occasion. If this con- 
ception and analogy be correct, does it not 
show that true progress can come only 
through the co-operation of man and woman, 
through which alone can come into existence 
the true home, the true state, and a true civil- 
ization? . 
Nor can this be accomplished by either 
man or woman assuming the superior role. As 
in the true home neither is superior, and neither 
inferior, but each with his or her own sphere, 
with his or her own part to play, they are 
partners and co-workers; So In the world’s 
life, for which Freemasonry 18 a preparation 
for men, while for women—where is their 
organization? If women feel the need of 
similar opportunities, and similar prepara ion, 
let them be true to themselves, to their own 
womanhood, which they cannot be if they leave 
their own sphere and seek to invade that o: 
There is however, this to be Temfernbere” 
and seriously considered: Freemasonry, Becors 
ing to many students, traces its haay ack 
to the ancient Mysteries’ (clearly the ee 
Mysteries, as already said), and four Hee oe 
Freemasonry is a continuation ag egte ie 
part of the symbolism and of a few 0 e 
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teachings of those Lesser Mysteries which 
were enacted in Mgypt, India and Greece. It 
may be, and I think it certain that a hidden 
thread may be found whereby women may link 
the present with the past and rediscover a 
part of the symbolism and teachings of the 
ancient Mysteries that relate to their life and 
opportunities as women. 

It is for this reason that it is held that the 
establishment of an organization for women 
which shal] be complementary and parallel to 
the Masonic Fraternity must be a re-discovery 
or revival and not an invention. Further, as 
Freemasonry in no sense takes man away from 
the path of duty, or the fulfilment of his ob- 
ligations to his family, his fellow man or so- 
ciety, but accentuates the importance of such 
fulfilment, so a complementary or parallel 
Sorority must in no sense take woman away 
from the path of daty or the fulfilment of her 
obligations in the home, to her family or so- 
ciety, but will accentuate the importance of 
such falfilment. 

Such a complementary and parallel Soror- 
ity, it will be clear, cannot be established, 
by any woman or group of women who arg 
actuated by ambition or fancied knowlege. It 
can only be established, if it is to be indeed 
complementary and parallel to Freemasonry, 
by finding the Ariadne’s thread that shall lead 
the woman of the present to the rediscovery 
of the teachings of Antiquity,—of some at 
least, of the teachings of the Lesser Mysteries 
pertaining to woman’s true place in life and to 
the unfoldment of her spiritval natvre And 
when woman takes her true place, as Kather- 
ine Tingley has said: ‘Woman in her true 
place, her true position, hand in hand with 
man in his true place,” may we not look con- 
fidently forward to the coming of “such a 
new order of things that we can hardly sneak 
of, much less realize, the resulting possibil- 
ities”? 

How much then depends on woman in this 
day and generation! And the question is: 
shall it be co-operation and a resulting harm- 
ony or attempted intrusion and disharmony 
and confusion? Shall the door to the Greater 
Mysteries of Antiquity once more be found 
and humanity enter upon its spiritual inheri- 
tance? Does it not depend very largely upon 
woman ?

The Word Tyler 


We have somewhere seen the statement that 
the word tyler is given to that Masonic offi- 
cer because he covers or seals in the lodge as 
if with tiles, closes it from the outside, the 
idea being also a Masonic one—he completes 
the Masonic building by tiling it, as roof covers 
in, protects and completes the house, It may 
seem strange but it is nevertheless the fact 
that the two words “tyler” and “detective” 
both come from the same root; not that the 
word tyler means a detective, though the tyler 
detects imposters seeking admission. The pre- 
fix de prevents that interpretation. The word 
“detective” comes from the Latin root tegere, 
to cover—while detegere is to uncover or de- 
tect. Tile comes from the same root tegere, 
but by way of the Gothic or German, and 
Anglo-Saxon whence our ancestors got it. One 
of its meanings is to cover, but a more prom- 
jnent one is to protect, presumably to protect 
by covering, not in the sense that we roof 
or protect a house by covering it with tites or 
covers, but in the sense in which the word is 
used when we say that we cover a man with 
a pistol, or when a man is said to cover an- 
other with his body—that is, stands between 
him and the danger, and so protects him. The 
tyler is not the finisher of the complete Ma- 
sonic structure, He is not furnished with a 
yoofer’s kit, as working tools or emblems of 
his authority. He is the protector of the Ma- 
sonic body as his drawn sword would imply.— 
The Masonic Journal, South Africa. 


German Lodges in London 

German Freemasons are trying to reopen 
one of their lodges in London. Until the out- 
break of war there were under the Grand 
Lodge of England two German lodges meeting 
there. The Grand Lodge edict in the early 
days of the war prohibiting enemy alien Free- 
masons from entry into any lodge working un- 
der the English constitution caused these 
lodges to suspend working. The present ef- 
fort is being made by the members of the 
Pilgrim Lodge, No. 2838—the older of the two 
lodges, established in 1779. The Freimaurer- 
Zeitung, of Vienna, states that the brethren re- 
maining in London are now planning the 
building up of the lodge again, and hope for 
success, although they are facing great diffi- 
culties. Success cannot, of course, be accom- 
plished while the inhibition remains on the 
statutes of the Grand Lodge of England. 


Irregular Lodge in Scotland 

An advertisement in the Scottish papers tells 
us that an irregular Masonie Grand Lodge has 
been formed in Scotland. This clandestine body 
claims to be a protest against the legislation 
of the regular Grand Lodge in 1912, recogniz- 
ing certain high degrees, and refusing recog- 
nition to the “Scottish Grand Council of Rites.”

GREAT MEN WHO WERE MASONS 


Anthony Sayer was the first grand master 
of the Grand Lodge of England, being eiected 
to that high post at a meeting of four Lon- 
don lodges which was held in the Goose and 
Gridiron Tavern in 1717. He was an able 
man, and with the help of Dr. John Theophilus 
Desaguiliers, who became grand master in 
1719, he was able to launch the Grand Lodge 
successfully. There were, of course, grand 
masters in England back as far as Albanus, 
the architect, who ruled in 22 A. D., and from 
him they are traced in an unbroken line to 
the present day. Modern Masons, however, pre- 
fer to reckon from the formal and public or- 
ganization of the English Grand Lodge and 
for this reason Anthony Sayer is termed the 
first grand master. 

King Edward VII was past grand master 
of the Grand Lodge of England and one of 
the staunchest adherents of the craft Europe 
has seen in many generations. Through his 
enlightened administration the craft became 
a tremendous power for good in England and 
in English colonies, and the impetus the work 
then received has brought it to a high state 
of development, Masonry today is playing an 
ever-increasingly important part in the ele- 
vation of the people in the various sections 
of the earth, especially so in the English- 
speaking lands.

States, will make a special pilgrimage to Cuba, 
arriving in Havana, February 15th, to dedica‘e 
with appropriate Memorial Service the ancient 
building at Oficios 76, where died the noted 
American Argtic explorer, Dr. Elisha Kent 
Kane, February 16th, 1857, The bronze tablet 
by Gutzon Borglum is in place, and President 
Zayas will probably join in the official cere- 
monies. Chauncey M. Depew is to head the 
New York delegation. 

Dr. Kane was born in Philadelphia February 
20, 1880. He headed the searching party 
which entered the Arctic Circle to locate the 
lost exploring party of British under Sir John 
Franklin. His funeral in Havana was a public 
ceremony attended by all officials before the 
body was moved to New Orleans for interment. 

The Ward Liner Mexico has been chartered 
for the trip. Most Worshipful Ernest A. Reed, 
Grand Master of the State of New Jersey is 
directing the arrangements for the departure 
from New York Harbor on Saturday, February 
11th. The party will comprise delegations 
from all lodges named Kane, and is confined 
to Grand Masters and their families. 

In Havana the official headquarters will be 
at the Hotel Sevilla, where the party will be 
entertained at luncheon upon the day of ar- 
rival. They will be taken unon an afternoon 
automobile tour of the repartos or residential 
suburbs and into the country to visit the sugar 
central Toledo, On Thursday, February 16th, 
the tablet will be dedicated and at night a 
banquet will be given at the Sevilla in which 
the heads of the Cuban lodges of Masons will 
participate.

EDITOR'S MAIL BOX 


Bro. Hatch On Taxation of Members 
Dear Bro. Editor: 

I do not know whether the Craftsman in- 
tends to take any position on the question of 
taxing members of the different Masonic 
bodies or not, but I have been studying the 
principle involved and I believe it is jiable 
to become a serious matter. 

I am not one who holds back from sub- 
scribing to worthy projects, and these are 
countless, but somehow in the past few years 
the country seems to be overdoing taxation 
by the government, states, municipalities and 
in every possible way, and it now seems to be 
entering fraternal bodies. 

In the Masonic fraternity the Shrine—now 
the Knights Templars, are to act upon it and 
later on perhaps the Royal Arch Chapter, the 
Consistories, ete. I saw the danger when the 
Shrine started it, and withdrew as a member. 
I do not want to be obliged to, from time to 
time, withdraw from one Masonic body after 
another and yet I shall feel that it is the only 
thing to do if the snowball which has been 
started gathers weight in other Masonic bodies 
—that is, the taxation of the individual. 

When our members came into the different 
bodies, they were informed as to their financial 
obligations; they knew the membership fee; 
they knew the dues and they thought they 
knew that except they were taught to con- 
tribute (voluntarily) as liberally as possible, 
etc., there were no other financial obligations. 

Arbitrary taxation is repugnant and should 
never find a place in Masonry. The terms mil- 
lions and billions have been flowing off the 
tongue too glibly and unless the country gets 
down to earth, it is bound to raise havoc. 
In fact it has already done so. 

Personally, I have never refused to con- 
tribute whenever called upon by any Masonic 
body, and calls have been frequent, and I have 
done so willingly. In addition I contribute to 
quite a number of outside charities, put I be- 
lieve every man should have the right to select 
for himself and to designate the amount. . 

Most Masons want to do all possible in this 
way, but I believe at heart they do not like 
to be forced by taxation. It would be my 
suggestion that if any Masonic body like the 
Templars, Chapter, or whichever one may feel 
the call desires to follow the example of the 
Shrine, that they do so in a different way— 
possibly by assessing the different Comman- 
deries, Chapters, etc., instead of the individ- 
uals, and taking it from the present dues. If 
the Commanderies or any of them desires to 
raise dues to meet it, then let them do so in 


the way now provided, which gives every mem- 
ber the right to express himself and to vote, 
but I hope the principle of taxation of lay 
members by the grand lodges may never find 
a place in Masonry. 

‘Study the thing over and let us not be swept 
off our feet (either by sentiment or because 
the object may be deemed good) into wrong 
principles. Let us, if we must do these things, 
work out a way which is not obnoxious.
